Among the many hazards in the 
path of a child before the time 
comes to start to school, none is 
more to be feared than diphtheria. 
The germs of this disease are so 
j universally present among people 
j in America and most other civilized 
| countries that ascape 
from in- 
I fection is almost impossible. This 
risk of exposure is one of the haz­ 
ards that can not be removed. In­ 
dividuals can be protected, hoyv- 
ever, against the danger that may 
folloyv infection. 
To prevent diphtheria toxoid is 
used. 
This 
preparation 
simply 
causes the human body to manu­ 
facture antitoxin 
yvithout 
going 
through an attack of 
diphtheria. 
After three to six months from 
I date when toxoid is given 90 per 


J cent or more of those treated are 
thoroughly immune to diphtheria. 
The others usually become immune 
after a second series of doses. 
Some children 12 years or more 
of age may have become thorough­ 
ly immune to diphtheria yvithout 
having had the disease. However, 
the majority of people never ac­ 
quire immunity in this way and 
consequently toxoid must be given 
if immunity is secured. 
In addi­ 
tion, 
diphtheria 
usually 
attacks 
children of much younger age. It 
is most likely to cause death in 
children under six years. 
Thus if toxoid is given to a 
child at six months of age he ac­ 
quires yvithin a few months a pro­ 
tection 
against 
diphtheria 
that 
would require years of time or 
an attack of that dangerous dis­ 
case to otherwise provide. 
He is 
thereby 
protected 
against 
diph­ 
theria during those tender years 
when nature leaves him to take his 
chances on catching the disease. 
Toxoid is given hypodermically 
in two or three doses about three 
weeks apart. Tv.*o doses are suf­ 
ficient to protect most children but 
some require three or even four 
doses. About IO per cent of chil- 
i (iron require three or more doses. 
In practice most physicians prefer 
to give tyro dose.- and then repeat 
the treatm ents later if the Schick 
test shows that immunity has not 
developed.

The secretary asked that C ap­ 
tain Sauers be loaned ti* make a 
thorough study of the organization 
of the N ational 
Chpital Barks, 
which is the 
m etropolitan 
park 
system of the N ation’s C apital, 
under the supervision of the N a­ 
tional Bark Service. This study is 
to consist of an an alysis of the 
organization, its general adm inis­ 
trative procedure, and the related 
functions of the various divisions. 
Captain Sau ers will be on sem i­ 
detached service, but will not be 
relieved of his responsibilities with 
the Forest Preserve D istrict. For 
approxim ately 
three 
months 
he 
will spend his tim e between Chica­ 
go and W ashington. 
Associated 
with him in the study will be Mr. 
II. S. W agner, director-sei rotary 
of the Akron Ohio M etropolitan 
Bark District. 
Concerning Captain Sau ers’ se­ 
lection, president Sm ith say s: “ He 
is well qualified to do this job as is 
attested by his success in tran s­ 
form ing the Forest Preserve D is­ 
trict of Cook county from a hodge­ 
podge of incongruity to its present 
well ordered condition; by his in­ 
telligent handling of the paradox­ 
ical situation of perm itting the in­ 
gress of 15,000,000 
visitors 
an ­ 
nually to enjoy an area set aside 
for the preservation of the native 
flora and fauna, without injury to 
landscape or living creatures of 
the fo rests; and through his suc­ 
cessful operation and m anagem ent 
of landscape areas 
since 
he left 
H arvard. H is success has earned 
for him a national reputation as 
an adm inistrator.” 


Henry George Born In Philadelphia 
Henry George, born in Philadel­ 
phia in 1839, left school at 14 to go 
to work. 
He went to California in 
1857, becam e a printer and editor, 
and becam e a keen student of the 
problem of poverty and its relation 
to land ownership. 
His solution, in 
the form of a single tax on land 
values, is set forth in his book, 
“ Progress and Poverty.” 
He re­ 
turned to New York in 1880 where 
he wrote and lectured on political 
and economic subjects. 
He was 
twice candidate for mayor, his sec­ 
ond cam paign while in ill health be­ 
ing largely responsible for his death 
in 1897.
